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Recreation  Space 


A THOUGHTFUL  address  by  a mining 
engineer  speaking  before  the  Nalural 
Resources  Conference  this  week  on  the 
need  for  adequate  recreation  space  in 
urban  planning  could  well  be  taken  to 
heart  bv  Greater  Victoria.  While  it  is 
probably  true  that  with  its  12  patronized 
beaches  and  existing  parks  this  region 
may  have  considerably  more  than  the 
five  acres  for  1.000  of  population  credited 
to  it,  that  does  not  dispose  of  Mr.  C.  M. 
Campbell’s  contention.  Recreation  space 
might  be  adequate  for  today  but  quite 
Insufficient  in  a few  years'  time.  In  point 
of  fact,  the  community  is  already  experi- 
encing some  visible  lack  in  this  regard. 
There  are  not  nearly  enough  playing  fields 
to  take  care  of  the  greatly  increased 
school  and  athletic  rosters. 

One  must  agree  with  Mr.  Campbell 
that  the  provision  of  even  a single  new- 
playing  ground  is  worth  more  than  the 
most  costly  detention  home.  It  is  the 
provision  of  natural  outlets  for  youthful 
energy  which  can  turn  into  wise  and  con- 
structive channels  much  that  might 
otherwise  degenerate  into  the  much- 
discussed  hut  not  often  well  understood 
causes  of  whatever  juvenile  delinquency 
there  mav  he.  Playgrounds  and  playing 
fields  make  for  a sturdy  and  self-reliant 


young  generation,  o'ne  in  which  energy 
is  not  transformed  by  neglect  into 
mischief. 

The  practical  difficulties  in  the  Greater 
Victoria  region  to  insuring  adequate  pro- 
vision of  all  types  of  recreation  facilities 
for  the  future  upon  examination  might 
not  prove  to  lie  so  formidable  as  they 
may  appear.  In  the  city  it  is  a case  of 
geography  and  confined  area.  In  the 
surrounding  municipalities  the  pressure 
of  incoming  settlement  has  been  filling  in 
many  of  the  vacant  spaces.  Common  to 
both  urban  and  intenirban  areas  is  the 
question  of  funds:  no  development  can  be 
had  these  days  without  the  expenditure 
of  impressive  sums  of  money. 

That  is  not  to  suggest  that  Victoria 
or  its  municipal  neighbors  have  yet  given 
the  whole  subject  its  proper  measure  or 
attention.  In  the  city  and  close-in 
environs  example  after  example  could  he 
cited  of  the  subdivision  of  property  which 
should  have  been  reserved  for  the 
“breathing  spaces”  of  the  future.  Once 
built  on  these  areas  are  beyond  recall  for 
the  purpose.  Even  though  a wider  solu- 
tion might  have  to  wait  on  joint  municipal 
action,  the  City  should  investigate  what 
can  he  done  to  develop  more  playing  fields 
within  the  city  limits.  They  are  badly 
needed  now. 


Hopeless  Task 


PESSIMISM  felt  earlier  about  the 
chances  of  any  amiable  progress 
being  made  in  the  matter  of  redistribution 
during  this  session  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Legislature  has  been  borne  out  by  the 
course  of  events  in  the  House  up  to  now. 
The  assembly  has  been  in  session  for 
almost  six  weeks,  yet  the  special  com- 
mittee on  redistribution  has  barely 
scratched  the  surface  of  this  complex 
problem.  In  the  little  time  left  it  cannot 
possibly  do  a thorough  job;  is  unlikely 
in  fact  to  do  any  kind  of  job  at  all.  There 
just  aren't  enough  hours  in  an  MLA's 
working  day;  and  with  a cabinet  minister 
as  chairman  of  the  committee  the  oppor- 
tunities for  meeting  and  unhurried  dis- 
cussion are  almost  nil. 

Tt  was  said  earlier  that  the  new  com- 
mittee for  1955  appointed  by  the  premier 
could  take  up  where  the  1954  committee 
left  off:  but  where  was  that?  Precisely 
nowhere.  The  previous  committee  waded 
disconsolately  and  sometimes  bad-tem- 
peredly  through  masses  of  statistics  and 
other  material  prepared  for  it  by  perma- 
nent officials,  hut  simply  could  not  agree 
on  anything  and  had  to  confers  as  much 
In  its  formal  report  to  the  legislature. 

Why  it  should  be  thought  that  a 
second  go  at  the  subject  on  the  same  basis 
could  accomplish  anything  better,  one 
cannot  understand.  Apart  from  the  time 
element,  which  is  all  against  a workman- 
like plan  being  produced  while  the  House 


is  sitting,  the  committee  way  of  tackling 
redistribution  is  unsound  for  the  simple 
reason  that  it  is  not  in  human  nature  foe 
MLAs  to  put  political  advantages  and 
disadvantages  wholly  out  of  mind  when 
carving  up  the  province  into  what  should 
he  balanced  coastituencies. 

The  only  way  it  can  be  done  properly 
is  by  an  independent,  impartial  commis- 
sion — preferably  a permanent  commis- 
sion to  keep  an  eye  constantly  on 
development  and  changes  in  the  province 
affecting  representation,  as  is  the  practice 
in  mast  other  parts  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Premier  Campbell  of  Manitoba  saw  that, 
and  as  a result  his  province  is  undergoing 
a redistribution  divorced  from  politics. 
Premier  Rennett  did  not  help  matters  in 
that  direction  in  B.C.  when  he  loaded  the 
previously  evenly  divided  committee  with 
an  extra'  J^x-ial  Credit  member,  putting 
the  government’s  supporters  in  the  posi- 
tion of  being  able  to  dominate  all  its 
findings. 

' Aside  from  the  political  aspect,  redis- 
tribution at  the  rate  things  are  going  now 
either  will  not  he  completed  by  the  time 
another  election  comes  around  or  else 
will  be  a botched  up  makeshift.  Premier 
Bennett  still  has  an  opportunity,  which 
his  predecessors  refused,  to  break  away 
from  the  discredited  committee  system. 
To  do  so  would  he  a sign  of  strength 
which  all  but  the  political  opportunists 
would  applaud. 


A Kindly  Benefactor 


TN  the  death  of  Mayo  Singh  a benc- 
1 factor  has  gone  whom  many  Van- 
couver Island  institutions  will  long 
remember.  In  the  manner  of  his  unosten- 
tatious charities  he  was  a type  of  philan- 
thropist that  nowadays  is  not  too  common, 
a man  whose  good  works  bespoke  a con- 
tinuing interest  in  hospital,  welfare  and 
recreational  agencies.  Time  and  again 
he  came  to  the  rescue  with  gifts  that  were 
peculiarly  apt  and  acceptable;  throughout 
his  life  in  this  his  adopted  land  thus 
sharing  his  monetary  success  with  those 
less  fortunate  than  himself.  He  set  an 
example  in  this  regard  for  all  so  minded 
to  follow. 

Mayo  Singh's  career  has  other  attri- 
butes than  those  of  a person  with  a 
humane  disposition  and  a ready  hand  in 
his  pocket.  His  business  success  of  itself 
marked  him  out  as  an  individual  of  charac- 
ter and  industry.  Recalling  that  he  came 
here  from  the  Punjab  so  long  ago  as  1917 
it  will  be  appreciated  he  had  prejudice  and

associated  difficulties  to  surmount  in 
order  to  make  his  way  in  what  for  him 
was  a new  and  strangely  different  land. 
It  was  a measure  of  his  capacity  that 
through  hard  work  and  steady  effort  he 
built  up  from  nothing  the  sawmill  and 
lumber  firm  that  bore  his  name.  In  so 
doing  he  would  he  an  inspiration  to  all 
others  of  his  Hast  Indian  origin. 

Quite  possibly  the  benefactions  for 
which  he  became  noted  were  in  one  sense 
an  expression  of  appreciation  for  the 
opportunity  he  found  in  Canada,  a repay- 
ment for  the  material  prosperity  he 
achieved.  Beyond  that  of  course  they 
reflected  also  n nature  kindlv  disposed 
and  a live  and  intense  sympathy  for  the 
distressed  and  those  who  minister  to 
them.  His  native  land  could  take  pride 
in  contributing  so  worthy  a Canadian 
Citizen,  and  on  Vancouver  Island  for  long 
to  come  the  name  of  Mayo  Singh  will  hr 
svnnnvmous  with  philanthropy  of  a 
practical  and  generous  nature. 


Academic  Discussion

ANY  discussion  of  disarmament  Under 
present  world  conditions  always  serms 

highly  academic.  

It’*  like  that  other  parallel  topic  of  what 
a world  It  would  he  If  the  nations  spent  their 
presen  war  chests  on  social  and  economic 
development. 

It's  like  the  original  hope  ‘entertained  by 
some  that  mere  organization  of  the  United 
Nations  at  San  Francisco,  and  Its  adoption  of 
certain  high  flying  principle*,  would  erase  the 
facta  of  International  life. 

To  go  then,  from  discussion  of  the  gener- 
ally aca  lomlc  to  discussion  of  its  particulars 
aeems  particularly  futile. 

However,  the  United  States  has  endorsed 
the  Anglo-French  suggestion  for  a ban  on 
mass  destruction  weapons,  gradually  arrived 
at  under  strict  rules  for  enforcement  and 
connected  with  general  arms  reductions. 

That  raises  the  question  of  whether  com- 


plete destruction  and  an  end  to  production  of 
atonl..'  weapons  should  actually  he  permitted 
even  If  all  the  other  ideas  should  mirarulously 
bear  fruit. 

These  weapons  are  generally  considered  a 
great  deterrent  to  war. 

Some  sort  of  police  authority  would  have 
to  he  established  to  see  that  any  agreements 
were  not  violated. 

Shouldn't  this  police  force  have  available 
all  deterring  weapons? 

The  old  Idea  of  a United  Nations  police 
force,  in  which  the  Big  Five  permanent  mem- 
bers of  thi  Security  Council  would  cooperate, 
has  gone  out  the  window  because  of  Russia's 
attitude. 

The  nations  nnw  are  working  on  the  idea 
that,  for  collective  security,  individual  nations 
will  earmark  for  UN  use  such  forces  and 
money  as  they  are  wilting  »o  contribute  If 
the  need  arises.  It  seems  likely  that  some 
such  loose  arrangement  will  be  made.  «

Potlach  Days

^TAGED  with  all  the  ‘'frills,"  an 
old  fashioned  native  potlach 
would  be  something  different  and 
quite  possibly  would  prove  highly 
entertaining  for  peuple  of  today  — 
that  is,  if  It  were  carried  out  in  the 
same  spirit  as  In  bygone  days  before 
the  turn  of  the  century,  when  the 
potlach  was  not  an  uncommon  sight 
on  the  far  *ide  of  the  swingbrldge. 

Several  times  during  the  ’nineties 
Victorians  were  treated  to  all-out 
presentations  of  the  ancient  potlach 
while  the  Songheex  still  occupied  the 
reserve,  and  their  houses  crowded 
the  shoreline  between  Songees  Point 
and  the  railway  grade.  This  latter 
made  an  excellent  vantage  point 
from  which  to  witness  the  goings-on 
and  listen  to  the  “wah  wah"  of  vo- 
ciferous rivals  as  plies  of  blankets 
were  tossed,  one  by  one,  from  ver- 
andah tops  towards  eager  and  ex- 
cltea  tillikums  below. 

* * * 

Whether  the  ancient  obligation 
was  still  a factor  by  which  the  taker 
of  a blanket  became  the  debtor  of 
the  giver  on  the  verandah  roof.  I 
am  not  sure,  fit  was  not  until  years 
later  that  the  federal  government 
declared  the  potlach  Illegal.  I At 
th*t.  It  was  a colorful  ceremony;  and 
while  In  progress— generally  for  days 
on  end.  in  which  feasting  was  really 
the  main  attraction  for  the  natives, 
hosts  and  guests— the  "big  house" 
was  the  centre  of  ancient  dances  and 
rituals. 

Originally,  potlach  meant  free 
giving;  but  some  of  the  up-and-com- 
ing tyeetype  managed  in  time  to 
make  It  a medium  for  attaining  tribal 
prestige,  when  It  became  debt  and 
obligating  the  recipient  to  repay  with 
two-for-one.  It  was  a long  story, 
with  many  blanket*  Involved. 

A'nlrlng  leaders  managed  to  have 
•heels  of  beaten  copper  Introduced 
Into  the  system  when,  valued  at 
much  merchandise,  the  "coppers" 
represented  great  wealth  and  pos- 
sessors rated  as  top  men  of  the 
native  tribes.  One  sometimes  heard 
old  tales  of  how-  the  coppers  changed 
hands:  while  journals  of  some  early 
explorers  relate  how,  under  stress 
of  excitement,  copper*  were  some 
limes  <^st roved,  ns  when  Maquinna 
and  Wlcklnanish  Indulged  In  a duel 
ot  contempt  on  one  occasion. 


Another  kind  of  potlach.  more 
modern  In  flavor  and  sense,  would 
undoubtedly  meet  with  a lot  of  favor 
If  presented  locally.  If  would  he  ihe 
kind  of  potlach  to  appeal  to  the  tour- 
ist as  well  as  Victorians.  I have 
recollections  of  one  such;  though 
not  ^haring  materially  In  the  gesture. 
I happened  to  be  snapping  a picture 
of  a native  parade  when  a bystander 
Intercepted  the  dollar  Intended  fer 
me.  The  tillikums  of  the  whaling 
station  at  Cachalot  were  bidding 
famwell  to  a retiring  manager.  He 
had  been  very  popular  on  the  Job 
and  they  were  doing  themselves 
proud  in  parting. 

That  kind  of  potlach  couldn't  help 
but  stimulate  Interest  in  an  annual 
celebration  if  featured  with  the  gift 
of  a Canadian  silver  dollar,  as  a 
keepsake,  to  all  onlookers  along  the 
parade  route  on  opening  day.  If  the 
silver  piece  could  not  be  the  gift,  a 
box  of  the  local  fruit  might  not  be 
amiss;  or  If  held  later  on  when  the 
salmon  are  running  a nice  fresh  fish 
neatly  wrapped  or  processed  for 
keeping  might  be  welcome 

Something  should  be  given  away 
at  a potlach.  Maybe  a belter  sug- 
gestion would  be  a corsage  for  the 
ladies,  a boutonniere  for  the  men 
and  a hag  of  sweets  for  the  kiddles. 
Who  would  pay  for  it  all?  The  na- 
tives had  ways  and  means  of  pro- 
dding gifts  when  they  staged  one. 
"Ah-ha.  Nawhitka."  which  means 
yes.  Indeed.

FOREIGN  minister  Pearson  made 
a quiet  trip  to  New  York  last 
week  to  attend  the  Foreign  Policy 
Association  dinner  ,

a,  rapt  listener  as 
Dulles  hinted  that 
the  U.S.  would  tie-  - 
fend  Quemoy  and  Matsu  against 
Chinese  Communist  attack-  For 
these  islands  two  or  three  miles  off 
t lie  coast  of  China  are.  as  Pearson 
has  put  It,  "as  near  to  Canada  as  a 
Korean  hillside  or  a field  In  Fland- 
ers or  an  airman’s  grave  In  Malta  " 
Dulles  continued  his  game  of  keep- 
ing the  Chinese  Reds  guessing. 
Trouble  is,  he  also  kept  America* 
allies  gueaslng  loo,  and  Pearson  re- 
turned to  Ottawa  without  the  an- 
swer to  the  $64  question  of  what 
thr  U.S.  would  do  if  the  Reds  attacked 
Quemoy  and  Matsu. 

It’s  safe  to  assume  that  our  foreign 
minister  was  disturbed,  but  perhaps 
not  very  much  surprised,  by  Dulles' 
speei  h.  Pearson  said  lie  fore  he  went 
to  the  rertmt  Commonwealth  confer- 
ence that  “It  would  be  unutterable 
lolly  to  allow'  these  Chinese  Islands, 
which  are  100  miles  from  Formosa, 
to  become  the  scene  or  the  occasion 
for  a major  conflict."  and  If*  cer- 
tain that  the  London  meetings  did 
not  soften  his  attitude.

I found  the  Health  Food 
Shop  very  Interesting  al- 
though 1 can't  honestly  say 
the  food  sold  there  appealed 
to  me  a*  very  appetizing. 

But  Mrs  A R.  Clark  and 
G.  E.  Tracy,  who  served  me. 
assured  me  that  once  I started 
eating  health  foods  I would 
always  eat  health  foods.  We 
will  see  about  that.

95  cents,  yogurt.  22  cents;

Bre.ikf«*>  the  flr*t  diet 
day  was  no  problem  except 
for  the  fortified  tomato 
Juice  I couldn't  find  the  re 
quired  instant  celery,  flavored 
with  yeast,  but  settled  for  a 
crushed  celery  tablet  mixed 
with  hrewer’s  yeast  In  a glass 
ol  tnrnatoe  Juice. 

Yogurt  was  my  choice  for 
a mid-morning  bra*-er 

Had  a little  trouble  finding 
the  recipe  for  a Waldorf  salad 
and  must  say  It  didn't  appeal 
to  me.  Here's  the  recipe: 

Mix  equal  parts  of  apple*, 
pared  and  cut  inlo  small 
cubes,  celery  sliced  m thin 
circle*  and  walnuts  cut  Into 
small  piece*.  Season  with 
*alt  and  moisten  with  light 
dressing.  Serve  on  lettuce 
leaf,  garnished  with  a spoon- 
ful of  whipped  cream. 

Supper  was  no  problem 
John  Mackenzie,  co-proprietor 
of  the  Monterey  restaurant, 
ha*  taken  quite  an  interest  In 
the  diet.
